We can imagine living with¬ 
out houses, going clothed in 
hides or mat at all, gnawing 
bones and roots for dinner, 
fleeing with little respite from 
hungry .animals stronger and 
better equipped to kill, but liv¬ 
ing without fire who can im¬ 
agine? Those comfortless gray 
millennia through which man 
somtehow kept a place on earth, 
before he knew the companion¬ 
ship and cheer of flame, were 
Dark Ages to make others call¬ 
ed ao seem bright. Particularly 
now on winter nights, in warm 
lomes, in cushioned chairs, one 
must admire humbly that early 
human fortitude and* own 
himself unequal to the ordeal of 
his ancestors. Undoubtedly the 
greatest change which man ex¬ 
perienced, as man, came with 
his discovery of fire. 

Now, for the first time he had 
a weapon better than any 
beast’s, more terrifying than 
tusk of rhinoceros or tiger’s 
saber fangs, and only he could 
use it.

What 
can it have been like, for a hu¬ 
man being, to live before that? 
Never to know that, against the 
monstrous winter coming on, 
one could at will kindle his fire? 
The tw 0 moments widest apart 
in all our story must have been 
those before and after man 
found out that fire could l>e his 
friend.
